Prof. Steins, of Paris,'Says 


Man Sees With the Brain 


and Not With the Eye 


Paris, March 6.—Prof. Peter Steins 


claims to have discovered the secret 
of restoring sight to the blind. The 
announcement is published 
in the 


Revue des Revues by Dr. Caz«, who 
explains how Prof. Steins tested on 
him a wonderful apparatus of Prof. 
Steins' invention, by which he is 
not only able to restore lost sight, 
but to give vision to those who have 
never known it. 


Prof. Steins took Dr. Gaze into a 


dark room and bandaged his eyes 53 
he could see nothing. He heard the 
professor walk to and fro, strike a 
match and light a lamp. Then he 
felt an apparatus fixed around his 
temples, whereupon he instantly saw 
a dim light which enabled him to 
distinguish 
surrounding 
objects. 


Presently the light became stronger 
and Dr. Gaze was able to count the 
professor's fingers when they were 
held up before him and to enumerate 
other things in the room. 


Just as he was feeling that his 


vision was clearing further and was 
convinced that he would soon see 
normally, Prof. Steins suddenly re- 
moved the apparatus and Dr. Caze 
•was in total darkness. 


Prof. Stems' claim rests on the 


theory that man does not see with 
the eye, but with the brain, the eye 
only serving to receive the image, 
which the optic nerve transmits to 
the seat of perception. If, 
then, 


the image can" be transmitted to the 
brain without eyes, a blind person 
can see as well as anybody else. 


The professor's apparatus has the 


same scientific basis as the telephone, 
with the substitution of light 
for 


sound. Dr. Caze states that several 
other physicians have experimented 
with the apparatus, but none of them

Then 
there is added a mineral substance 
which is the secret. It contains no 
tar, oil or other explosive and throws 
out very little smoke. It requires 
no special machinery, the batch used 
•yesterday having been made with no 
othsr tools or machinery than a metal

Price War, 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 6.—The 


Public Ledger today says: 


Never in the history of the -window 


glass industry in this country, it is 
said, have manufacturers and job- 
bers been confronted with such a se- 
rious situation as at present. 


If the plans of a number of lead- 


ing producers to close down their 
factories temporarily are successful, 
it is said, higher prices are assured, 
while if it fails, it is predicted here 
that the most ruinous price war 
which has ever been inaugurated 
will be a certainty. 


"There is only one safe way out of 


the difficulty," said a leading local 
jobber, "and that is by closing the 
factories. If a suspension of opera- 
tions takes place a1 better demand for 
glass will naturally follow, and all 
are assured profitable prices on their 
present holdings and the output of 
factories between now and the time 
when a shutdown is decided upon 
by a majority of producers. 


"If, however, a sufficient number 


of manufacturers persist in working 
their factories, prices are sure to be 
cut so deep that every box of glass 
made during the coming season will 
have to be sold at a loss. In the 
event of the factories failing to go 
out of blast a cut of 40 per cent 
would not surprise us, and those fa- 
miliar with the business, the cost of 
material and high wages know what 
that means."

Crisis Approaching as Result 


of Renewed Activity of 


the Boxers. 


Washington, March 6.—While no ad 


.vices have been received at the Chi- 
nese legation here regarding the seri- 
ous condition ot affairs which is ap- 
proaching a'Crisis in the'interior of 
China as a result of the renewed ac- 
tivity of the boxers and of other rebels 
in various parts of the country, it la 
the understanding that the new min- 
ister, Sir Leang Chentung, who sailed 
from Hongkong on February 27, on the 
steamship Korea, for San Francisco, 
will bring to Washington important 
instructions bearing on the subject. 
In addition to the uprising of the rebels 
and the increased importation of arms, 
the extortion practices by the viceroys 
in the collection of indemnity is said 
to have caused the most distressing 
conditions 
in 
many 
provinces. 


European advices that have reached 
Washington in the last few days show 
no evidence of weakening on the part 
of the powers in their demands for the 
payment of the indemnity in gold. 
This problem will be the first which 
the new minister will grapple with 
upon his arrival in Washington. He is 
expected here early in April. Beside 
Sir Leang there are six members in 
his party, including new charges 
d'affaires and secretaries for the Chi- 
nese legations in Spain, Peru and 
Cuba, consuls generals for San Fran- 
cisco and New York and a consul and 
vice consul for Honolulu; also first sec- 
retary, Mr. Chen, to succeed Mr. Shen, 
who will return to China.
